(By Canadian University Press.) 

; University of Toronto's Exten- 
sion 'Department Is Inaugurating a 
Safe Driving Course to acquaint 
fleet owners, safety personnel, and 
training directors with -accident 
prevention and conservation pro- 
grams. This course will be ° held 
from Feb. 17 to 21. 

The future supervisors of motor 
vehicle drivers will spend the first 
day of the five day course taking 
a series of tests designed to check 
their speeds of reaction in emer- 
gencies, and general physical char- 
acteristics. They will learn to give 
these to their drivers. . 

Lectures, demonstrations, and 
tests follow on all phases of driv- 
ing. Including present successful 
safety programs, the driver's re- 
sponsibility to his employer, and 
highway regulations. 

Mr. W. A. Bryce, of the Division 
of Public Safety is direcUng the 
course. The Ontario Motor League, 
and the:. Toronto Police • Depart- 
ment^ as well as dozens of 'city and 
oiit-of-town firms which operate 
fleets of trucks are co-operating. 

Professor Amos E. Neyhart, in- 
structor for the course, directed a 
similar department for sixteen 
years at- Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege., The response to two earlier 
courses given by him in Toronto 
was so good, . thi>t the university

De Fraternitibus 
iiiiiiipio^^

, I was interested to find a very 
sound article on Canadian frater- 
nities in a recent issue of Mac- 
Lean't. Interested, because it hindl- 
ed very ably some problems con- 
cerning frats which I feel are of 
very deep-concèrn to McGilL 

Racial discrimination has only 
recently come to be an unpleasant 
charge; it was once quite proper 
ifor social organitations to exclude- 

races or religions which' they con- 
sidered undesirable. Perhaps the 

last war more than anything else 
made Canadians realize that artifi- 
cial distinctions of blood or belief 
wére counter to the priAciples of 
democracy and equality. 

Eidéntly, however, this new 
spirit is not yet unversally accept- 
ed on the University campus. For it 
is common knowledge that the Mc- 
Gill iraternlties, accept only those 
Students which are passable in their 
taste— viz. who are white. Christian, 
and able to pay the dues. The Jew- 
ish or coloured atudenl who got 
into a Christian ;f rat can be found, 
but only as a rémaricable exception. 

There are many related reasons 
for this discrimination. One is 
simply a rather deluded and chtld- 
lih .i'lwaference" for Christians; 
df ten. this is augmented by consid- 
erable pressure from the fratern- 
ity's.aluiAnl. Many fraternities are 
forbidden to b« open-minded by 
their parént chapters south of the 
border. Sometimes the fraternity's 
written' . constitution limits their 
membership to "wfiite Aréyans." 

This of course does not mean 
that the Gréek-lettér boys ara a 
gane of racial bigots or virulent 
Anti-Sémites. Such télk. though too 
frequently .Mdulged in, is utter 
notismse. However, the institutions 
to whicli'they Igélônà have thé gén 
eral policy of acgregating. Christians 
from Jews, and excluding the lat 
tér on tlie ground that they are 
somehow "inferior." 

Fraternity members will usually 
admit this fact, and.afgue that sure- 
ly any group of .atudents has the 
right to choose its iriehds, provided 
they do hoi interféré with anyone 
else. 

However racial discrimination is 
not an idle question of préférence. 
It is a deep-rooted though baselew 
prejudice, born and fed out of 

itnorance, and whérévér. it exists 
it is a dani^erotis 'potential' weapon

It has led to 
generaliona of cruelty against inno- 
cent minorities, and there is always 
the threat that this persecution will 
break out again. 

It should be obvious then tliat 
racial discrimination as practised 
in the fraternities at McGill Is not 
Just their own concern- it is van 
aspect of campus society which can 
not be tolerated. It is the reiponsi 
bility of the fraternities themselves 
to eliminate this objMtionable as 
pect of their organization. 

The seriousness of this problem 
was fully recognized by Maclean's 
Magazine, although it is not direct!)* 
concerned. It is becoming recog- 
nized throughout the United States 
and on other Canadian campi. It is 
surely time for the Isrue to bé 
taken up and settled by the stu 
denlsfatfMèGUI.
